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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-25 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on January 13, 2010 has been acknowledged and has 
been entered into the instant application file. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, and 17 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The Applicant's amendments have removed the indefinite subject matter, and the 
rejection is withdrawn. 

Expansion of Search 

The search has now been expanded to the following core structure:

where G1 is U as defined in the claims, A is 
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the specific ferrocene containing ligand up to the alkyl groups, and V1 and X1 are 
formula II. As stated previously, the species lacked unity of invention. The above core 
structure has unity of invention, and at the present time, the Examiner cannot extend 
the search beyond the above core structure. The Applicant is asked to cancel the non- 
searched subject matter, and pursue the non-searched subject matter in a divisional 
application. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, 10, 12-14, and 17 read on the searched subject matter, 
and the non-searched subject matter of claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, and 17 is withdrawn from 
consideration by the Examiner under 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. Claims 5, 8, 1 1 , 15, 16, and 18-25 remain withdrawn from consideration by 
the Examiner. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, and 17 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
they contain elected and non-elected subject matter. Appropriate correction is required. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 recites the limitation "wherein Ri, R 2 , and R3 represent alkyl" in claim 1 . 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim as R1 and R 3 are not 
in claim 1 . 
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Conclusion 

Claim 9 is rejected. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9, and 17 are objected to. Claims 10 and 
1 2-1 4 are currently allowable over the prior art.
